Organized Labor, 


Another struggle between labor and 


capital is under way in Xew England 
and threatens to extend to many lines 
of industry. We need, not inquiie into 
the cause. It is enough to know that 
labor wants something from capital 
which capital won't give, aud so they 
quarrel. Strikes, like other quarrels, 
are doubtless all wrong, but until hu- 
man nature reaches perfection and 
everything else is as it should be, until 
laws and jails cease to be necessary, 
there will always foe quarrels among us, 
and it takes two to make them. 


We have found a way to avoid inter- 


national quarrels over small affairs like 
the Chilian and Italian troubles and the 
Behriagsea muss; why cannot a way be 
found-to similarly adjustlafoor disputes? 
With intelligent labor, organized under 
capable and honest olllcers, this can be 
dono, and that is one cheering feature 
of tlie situation. This makes general 
education more than ever essential. In- 
telligent American labor can take care 
of itself and will not be unreasonable 
when confronted with the hard facts at 
profit and loss that limit the power of 
capital. 


Labor organizations are usually mis- 


led and often abused, but as men learn 
by hard experience and the systems be- 
come perfected the unions promise to be 
very good things for belli labor anil 
capital. It is impossible lo treat or ar- 
bitrate with a mob, but a mass of men 
acting as a unit under the guidance of 
deliberate reason and common sense

Old Stone Bridges of the County. 
In the COMriTjEn of March 15,1872, 


an interesting article of local history 
appears under the above heading, which 
we reprint by request and as a matter of 
genera! interest: 


This county was formed out of part of 


York, in 1800. A Court-house and Jail 
were erected in a year or two succeeding. 
Thus prepared with a county-seat, pub- 
lic attention was, naturally, directed to 
the bridging of the larger and more 
dangerous streams where crossed by 
much traveled public roads. 


Stone was the material exclusively 


used in such structures at that day, and 
we therefore devote a chapter to the 
Stone Bridges of the county. From 
papers preserved in the Commissioners' 
office, the following facts are gleaned: 


1807.—The first contract was made in 


1807, William Maxwell agreeing to build 
a stone bridge across Kock creek, imme- 
diately east of Gettysburg, 00 feet long, 
with three arches, for tbe sum of $2,400. 
The Commissioners at tlie time were 
Jacob Cassal, John Bonner and David 
BIytlie. Mr. Maxwell's securities were 
Samuel Hutchison and James Getlys. 
The bridge is still standing, (on the 
^ oi-k Turnpike,) and in good preserva- 
tion. 


1808.—The next one was built across 


the Conowago, at Felil's saw mill, on 
the Sliippensburg road, in Menallen 
township, in isiw, John Murphy con- 
tractor ; bridge 52 feet, with three arch- 
es, and price 81,787. Securities, George 
Lashells, Alexander Cobean and Daniel 
Murphy. Commissioners at the time, 
Jacob Cassat, John Bonner and John 
Arendt. Tlie bridge was replaced by 
one of wood some years ago. 


18Wi.—Xext in order came tlie bridge 


across Marsh creek, "on the road from 
Gettysburg to Nicholson's Hap," (now 
Fail-Held road—at Bream's) William Mc- 


Ponto de Rotto, or Senator's Bridge, at 
Rome, in 127 B. C. 


In the latter part of the first century 


A. D., or the early part of the second, 
the Roman Emperor, Trajan, construct- 
ed the famous Danube bridge, at that 
time one of the most colossal structures 
of its kind in the world. It was fashion- 
ed with stone piers, thirty in number 
and each 150 feet high, and provided 
with a roadway of timber, and was 
4,770 feet long. The Cliinese built sus- 
pension bridges as early as the first cent- 
ury of our era. The remains of one 
built in the year 05 A. D., and suspend- 
ed on chains, was examined and describ- 
ed by Kircher, who says that it must 
have been almost an exact counterpart 
of the modern sus)>ension bridge, con- 
sidered by everybody to be a nineteenth 
century innovation. 


OI-D LONDON BRIDGE. 


During the reign of King John, in the 


year 1209, thirty-three years having 
elapsed since Peter of Colechurcli laid 
the first pier in position, the London 
bridge was thrown open to the public 
providing said public paid the toll. For 
massiveness this effort of the early 
Brethren of the Bridge surpassed any- 
thing of the kind known either before 
or since. The total length of the entire 
structure was but 940 feet, notwith- 
standing it was provided with 20 piers 
varying from 25 -to 40 feet in thickness. 
Competent bridge builders have esti- 
mated that the piers of Peter's bridge 
contained enough of solid masonry to 
construct four such bridges on modern 
plans. In fact, it is said that the num- 
ber and massiveness of the piers serious-

Lee and Ewell at Gettysburg. 


Tn your review of Drake's "Battle of 


Gettysburg," you question tlie state- 
ment made by Uie author that Gen. Lee 
went to Ewell on the evening of July i 
to see if the latter couUl not carry Cem- 
etery Hill, and also tlie further state- 
ment that at the end of the second day 
Gen. Lee shook his clinched list at Cem- 
etery Hill. You refer to the matter 
again in your issue of January L'l. You 
did well to question both statements, for 
both are erroneous and one absurd. 


1 was at the time Assistant Adjutant 


General of Johnson's division, formerly 
commanded by Gen. Jackson and called 
the "Stonewall Division." Late in the 
afternoon of the 1st, as the division ap- 
proached Gettysburg, Gen. Johnson sent 
me to Gen. Kwcll to announce the ap- 
proach of the division, and to say that 
he would be ready to attack as soon as 
in position. After some miles' ride, I 
taind Gen. Ewell and his staff with him 
on a liill overlooking Gettysburg. I re- 
member that Gen. Gordon"(now Senator 
from Georgia) was one of the oflicers, 
for, standing by as I gave Johnson's 
message to Gen. Ewell, he added that if 
lie should be allowed to place his brigade 
with Johnson's division, they could take 
that hill (pointing to Cemetery Ilillj be- 
fore dark. Gen. Ewell was, it seemed 
to me, unusually grave and silent: but, 
after telling me to direct Gen. Johnson' 
when he got well to the front to wait for 
orders, he added, "den.

Old London bridge, after a constant 


use of GOO years, fell into disrepute in 
1S22, and plans were submitted for the 
building of a new one. John liennie 
was the successful competitor, and the 
first pile was driven March 10, 1824. 
The location selected was about 200 feet 
west of the old stone bridge begun by 
1'eter in tlie twelfth century. The first 
stone on the new London bridge was 
laid June lo, 1825, just fifteen months 
after preliminary work was begun. It 
w;us opened for traflie by King William 
IV, August 1, 1831. In point of spans 
and piers it has only one-fourth the 
number of the old London bridge. It 
is built wholly of granite, and cost the 
city about $12,000,000. 


THE m!II>r,K AT BKOOKLYX. 


When ICad's St. Louis work was in 


the height of its progress, in 1870, in 
the month of January, preliminary work- 
was begun by the Rceblingson the great 
Brooklyn suspension bridge, tbe marvel 
of tlie nineteenth century. Want of 
space forbids anything like a historical 
resume of the work, so a condensed 
statement of facts will be given that 
will- answer the many questions which 
may arise concerning this, the eighth 
wonder of the world :

FLOOD AND FIRE. 


A» AppAir.ixo CALAMITY IN PENNSYL- 


VANIA'S On, REGIONS—Loss OF LIFB 


VERY GRKAT—MILLIONS or 


PKOJ-KKTY DESTROYED. 


The moat terrible disaster that has hap- 


pened in Pennsylvania since the Johnstown 
flood, three years ago, was that ot Sunday 
in the oil regions. From Titnsville to Oil 
City, a distance of eighteen miles, that ter- 
ritory was devastated by nood and fire, and 
hundreds of lives were lost and millions of 
dollars of property destroyed. 


For nearly a month it has been raining 


throughout Western and Northern Penn- 
sylvania almost incessantly and for the past 
three or four days the downpour in the de- 
vastated regions baa been very heavy. 
The 


constant rains have converted al] the small 
streams into raging torrents, so that when 
tbe cloudburst came the streams were soon 
beyond their boundaries and the great body 
of water came sweeping down Oil creek to 
Titnsville. 


The lower portion of the town was soon 


inundated. The flood came so qnickly that 
the people had not time to reach a place of 
safety. 
The water soon swept a number of 


oil tanks down the stream, aud in some way 
not known they were ignited. 
In less time 


than it takes to tell the atory, tbe flames 
spread to the surrounding buildings, apd 
before they conld be snbdned five blocks had 
been burned. 


Tbe oil from scores ol broken tanks ran 


into the creek and was ignited by lloating 
debris. 
In a few miuntes the creek was 


ablaze from shore lo shore, and as il was 
carried down the stream death and destruc- 
tion followed in ita wake. Everything in- 
flammable took fire, nnd by the time it 
reached Oil City all Ihe bridges between the 
two points were consumed. 


The towutf alonj- the creek are Bronghton, 


Miller Farm, Pioneer, Petiolenm, Center, 
Rynd Farm, Rouseville and McClintockville! 


Few at the spectators al Oil City who 


were watching the flood when the explosions 
occurred and who escaped can give a good 
idea of what happened. All agree that there 
was a terrific explosion and that the air was 
filled with flames. This was quickly fol- 
lowed by two other explosions. Men thought 
that hell had broken loose on earth, and 
they were not apparently very far out of the 
way. Three gasoline tanks had exploded 
almost at the same time.

tnongbt to be. Late reports say that the 
huge mill dam owned by Thompson & Eld- 
red and located at the little town of Spar- 
tawbnrg, seven miles above this city, rad- 
denly bunt.

This great body of water, thns suddenly let 
loo«>, made of this devoted valley in the 
course of a few brief momenta a regular in- 
land sea.

Disappointed at 
not being able to purchase anything at 
Stratford-on-Avon, they were determin- 
ed to have something from Shakespeare's 
country. The lioiise, which stands on 
the estate of (Japt. Eyre, of Lindley, is 
now being taken down bit by bit, and 
each part carefully marked and packed 
for shipping to America, where it will 
be re-erected. It is stated,that the price 
paid for it was considered to be three or 
four times its value for ordinary pur- 
poses. 


hings. The old stone bridge over 


Marsh creek, on the Fairfleld road, at 
ISream's, is one of the oldest bridges in 
tlie county; but not the oldest. It was 
built iu 1809 at a cost of $2,500. A like 
bridge over tbe same creek, at the Em- 
mitsburg road, was built in 1814, but it 
was replaced in 1832 by the present wood- 
en bridge. 


With the dawn of the historic period 


we find man a bridge-builder in every 
sense of the word. He no longer de- 
pended on the uncertainties of. the float- 
ing tree bridges, but by tbe aid of more 
perfect tools and with his rafts and 
canofis, boldly set about standing up log 
piers and covering them with a network 
of trees and brush in a manner to insure 
him a bridge though "the water made 
war witb the thunders on high." To 
the man of the stone age, or even the 
bronze age, turbid, rushing streams of 
any width worth mentioning were insur- 
mountable obstacles which must be 
avoided even on pain of going a hundred 
mijes out of the way. How changed is 
everything in this, the iron age, or as 
the dreamer loves to call it, "the even- 
ing of the iron and the dawn of the 
aluminum age." 
In this rushing, heed- 


less, headstrong era. man has thrown 
structures, mere cobwebs in appearance 
but strong as the eternal hills, across 
the widest streams called rivers; has 
spanned miles of firths, estuaries and 
lakes, and is even now evolving embryo 
ideas for bridging the sea. 


The first of the historic bridges of 


note was thrown across the river Tiber, 
at Rome, in the year 500 B. C., and the 
next of any magnitude across the Rhine. 
The latter structure was built by Julius 
Caesar for the passage of his army. 


The flrst historic account of employ- 


ing the arch in bridge construction we 
find in the records of the building of the

The renown of "Old London," "New 


London," "Brooklyn" and the hundreds 
o£ other mammoth bridges is about to 
be overshadowed by the one proposed 
for tbe connection of Asia and America. 
Twenty miles of sea, it is proposed, 
shall be covered with iron and steel 
which shall permit a train of cars to roll 
over the waves in perfect safety. Then 
trains may start from New York city 
and arrive at St. Petersburg, Russia, via 
Alaska, Behring Straits, Kamtschatka, 
Verklmeikolimok, Tschalksevchi and 
other pleasant summer resorts of Siberia. 
But, of course, this mammoth bridge 
will uot be erected until some "grasping 
monopoly" will take hold of the matter; 
and then, after they have diverted travel 
and commerce over this new route and 
have made a fortune or two, we will all 
turn in aud compel them to give up their 
ill-gotten gain and show them that it 
was built by the people and for the 
people,

A Houseboat on Wheels. 


A new fad has come into existence in 


England and will doubtless soon appear in 
America. It is called "caravaning" and 
consists of making the summer outing in 
what may he spoken of as a "houseboat on 
wheels." Some of these big house wagons 
are very elegant and elaborate. 


Probably the finest in all England is the 


Dnke of Newcastle's. Be baa named it the 
Bohemian. It is 15 feet long and 6 feet 9 
inches wide. It is bnilt of walnnt and ash 
and tarnished lavishly. It la provided with 
the most confortable folding bnnka that 
money could buy, has a complete and ele- 
gant cooking outfit and even contains a 
piano. It costs nearly £-100, or aboot $2,000 
exclusive of the piano. 


The Bohemian will offer sleeping accom- 


modations to eight people on a pinch, and 
the dining table, which disappears into the 
floor when not in use, will comfortably give 
room to a dozen. Hammocks and tents, 
however, will be carried on all it* tours, and 
on pleasant nights will probably be prefer- 
red to the necessarily cramped quarters in 
the wagon. 


The Bohemian's motive power will con- 


sist of two thoroughbred draft horses, al- 
though the Duke hopes iu the near future to 
be able to ns» electricity. 


Tbe oil on the creek blanal np, gns in the 


air bnrat into a roaring flame, anil sheets of 
water, land and air weie all literally ablaze. 
Men, women and children were knocked 
prostrate by the shock, and many never 
arose.

others ran, leaped into the water, and were 
drowned. 
The flimea in the air quickly. 


burned ont ; bnt they left bnge volumes of 
black smoke across tbe face of~ the heavens, 
beneath which roared the fierce fire of the 
burning oil upon the water. The many 
submerged looses and shops along tbe creek 
bottom were soon in flames, and the silent 
fire of blazing gas waa succeeded by the 
crackling tlames of barning home?. In 
many of these houses the people were con- 
fined. They conld not escape for the Ore. 
Within sight of thousands who heard their 
piteous screams they burned to death or 
leaped into the river and there perished bv 
both flood and fire. 


Such a ootabined scene ol destruction by 


two terrible elements was seldom witnessed 
upon this earth. 
It is marvelous that from 


this valley of death any were saved alive. 
It is strange that ont of this mingling of fire 
and flood any houses were spared. 


The financial loss to this place is hard to 


estimate at present, bnt it will be over 
$1,000,000. Host of the destroyed houses 
were owned by the occupants, and were 
worth from $5,000 to $50,000. There were 
between 250 and 300 houses destroyed, be- 
sides the various hotels, works and manu- 
factories, The building occupied by the 
Derrick was abandoned, but the paper came 
out next morning. 


Tbe scene presented at Titnsville by the 


rushing water surging through the lower 
part of the city as witnessed by thousands 
of citizens was one of utter desolation. 
When morning broke hundreds of people 
looked out of tbe windows or stood on the 
roofs of the bouses waiting for a helping 
band and trembling for their Me. Strong 
and brave men by means of boats and ropes 
succeeded in reaching and saving those who 
bad a secure position till help arrived or till 
the waters b«gan to recede. 
To add to the 


horror ot the scene rain fell in torrents, fire 
broke ont in the refineries atdifferent points 
and the burning oil sweeping down the car- 
rent was communicated to other manufac- 
turing plants and establishments and the 
destruction was increased a hnndred fold. 
Among the losses by fire are the Interna- 
tional oil works, the Hiram Bros.' cooper 
shops, Troy and Robinson refineries, the 
Titnsville radiator works, the Western New 
York and Pennsylvania railway's freight 
offices, Casper Sons fnrnitnre works, store 
and residence, Jack Cnllen's hotel and the 
Cresent oil works of John Schwartz & Co. 
The Western New York and Pennsylvania 
passenger depot; built of brick nnd some- 
what elevated in site, escaped with little 
damage. 
The freight office of the railroad 


was burned with its contents, including all 
the hooks and papers of the freight office, 
$10,000 worth of merchandise received for 
delivery, and a large amount of furniture 
awaiting shipment. 
A large number of 


loaded oil cars on the railroad tracks were 
also burned. Many of the leading citizens 
and their wives and children were on an ex- 
cursion to Canaboda lake and were detained 
there. They conld neither reach the city 
by railroad nor the turnpike, nor conld the 
citizens reach them, as there were washouts 
on the railroad at Kouseville and bridges on 
tbe turnpike bad been swept away. 


,It has been learned that a Polish board- 


ing house situated in the rear of tbe CI! 
City tube works was horned to the ground 
and when the fire broke out between twen- 
ty-five and thirty workiogmen were in the 
building, and the greatest doubts are enter- 
tained as to the fate of the unfortunate for- 
eigners. None of tbem were seen after the 
bnilding collapsed. 


There are no yonng children left orphans. 


The children were the ones which most 
quickly soccumbed to the flood and fire, and

In many 
lespects this has been a strange conven- 
tion, one th.it will go down in history as 
peculiar in the absence of a struggle for 
principle but on the other hand one in 
which the whole struggle has been for 
the ollices and patronage of the govern- 
ment and spoils of the people. Never 
before has the spoils system shown itself 
in so hideous and dangerous a light. In 
the conllict that has just ended two dis- 
tinct and allied elements were visible. 
The one was the combination of office- 
holders, who struggled with the energ\ 
of despair to retain the federal patron- 
age in the nomination of their chief. 
The other was the spoils-seeking com- 
bination 
of questionable politicians 


whose sole purpose and object was to 
secure the control of the offices of the 
government by the nomination of a new 
in.ui who would be subservient to their 
dictation. The sole question was how 
to adjust the programme so as to giatify 
the gieed of both these camps. 


While Mr. JIanison has beer the fa- 


vorite of the one, it is questionable, 
whether at any time, Mr. Ulaine has 
been the favorite of the other. The 
combine of politicians who exerted every 
effort and expedient to defeat Mr. Har- 
rison fell ujon Mr. Blaine, hoping the 
almost universal love of his party for 
him would bring to his support sufficient 
strength to defeat Harrison and nomi- 
nate a dark horse. It is questionable 
whether Mr. Maine really desired the 
nomination at any time in this contest, 
but far more likely that his hatred for 
Harrison has been the real cause of the 
use of his name as a presidential candi- 
date hoping to defeat him for a re-nom- 
ination by the strength he might com- 
mand as the idol of his party. 


It is difficult to believe that he sincere • 


ly desired the nomination if his letter to 
Clarkson had a sentiment of truth in it, 
but is more easily reconciled with truth 
and sincerity by the belief that his sole 
purpose was to compass the defeat of 
Harrison. In this he has dismally failed 
localise of his unfortunate and dramatic 
resignation as Secretary of State at a 
time and under circumstances betraying 
perfidy and unfair dealing to his chief. 
The sense of honor and fairness in the 
American people would not tolerate 
such trickery in one who aspired to the 
highest position in their gift. Thus the 
most lustrous, political career of any liv- 
ing ISepublican statesman is clouded by 
defeat that effectively and beyond all 
question deposes Mr. lilaine as the idol 
of his party. 


President Harrison's renomination 


has been against the open declaration 
of the shrewdest politicians of his party 
that he would not be elected.

Editor of Compiler: Democrats find

Save the Large Trees. 


A correspondent of the Country (len- 


tltfitan, referring to the boast of anoth- 
er writer who had cut down a chestnut 
tree having 26 feet girth.thinks it a show 
of an unenviable callousness—no exten- 
uating circumstance being mentioned 
as to the condition and vigor of the tree. 
This magnificent and rarely equalled 
specimen of growth, which would give 
distinction to any locality so fortunate 
as to claim it as a native, to be slaugh- 
tered for a matter of ten cords of wood, 
forsooth! Counting the extra labor re- 
quired to subdue so sturdy a giant, we 
may suppose that the gain to the wood- 
Eian (not disposed to "spare that tree") 
was a matter of $16, perhaps less. Is 
the feeling of that sum in the pocket a 
compensation for the irreparable loss of 
such a land-mark, with all its associa- 
tions of beauty and dignity ? 


The reckless and needless destruction 


of our largest, noblest trees is far too 
common. The farmer who will allow 
a scrul>-growth in all his fences, with 
swamps that might be made good 
meadows overrun with bushes, 
will 


often cut down a noble tree which gives 
a charm beyond anything else on his 
farm, because it shades a few rods of 
cultivable 'land. 


Turnips as a Second Crop. 


"The turnip is the only crop I know 


of that can be depended uiion to mature 
with late sowing,'' says a Xew Jersey 
farmer. 
"The 
cool nights of early au- 


tumn suit it well, and unlike most other 
plants slight frosts do not injure it or 
check its growth. Planted after early 
maturing first crops it is the most cer- 
tain second crop that cun be raised. 
When a portion can lie sold as vegeta- 
bles, even at u low price, and the balance 
is feu out or sold to others as stock 
food, I look upon the turnip as a profita- 
ble crop to be raised. It produces so 
abundantly when everything is favora- 
ble that it would b« easy to overstock 
the market, but at the sume time it is 
true that the market is not often great- 
ly overstocked with it. 
One of the ad- 


vantages from sowing turnips as a late 
summer and fall crop is the shading 
that is given to the land which would 
otherwise be exposed fully to the sun 
after a first crop of any kind is taken 
off. This of itself I believe will do more 
than pay for all the fertility it removes 
from the soil. The green leaves of the 
crop act as a covering and mulch until 
thev ait- harvested, iiud no other crop 
seems to leave the ground in so good a 
condition for a different one to follow it 
Often turnip seed may be scattered be- 
tween the rows of Held corn at the last 
cultivation and a good yield obtained.' 


Tilings Useful to Know. 


Scratches and bruises may be. taken 


from furniture by using the kernel of ;i 
walnut or butternut. 


To make the eyebrows grow better 


rub common salt into them every nighl 
before going to bed. 


Clean white sheepsk'n rugs by scrub 


biug with castile soap and water, dry 
ing thoroughly in the smi. 


For a disagreeable bieatli, put a. few 


drops of tincture of myrrh in a tumbler- 
ful of water and thoroughly rinse the 
month with it. 


A white cashmere or chudda ma) 


be nicely and easily cleaned at home In 
using soapbark, which may be obtained 
at any druggibt's. 


In washing black wool goods before 


making them over, rse live cents wort! 
of soapbark to a pailful of water. Let 
it stand until cold. Iron on the wrong 
side. 


A very good and simple face tonic is 


ten drops of benzine to one of rose wat- 
er. Put a few drops into the washbowl 
when bathing 
the face. 
Both wil 


soften and whiten. 


Tor croup, iise flannel cloths wrung 


out of very hot water and applied to the 
throat and chest; cover with dry ones 
and renew with hot as soon as the oth- 
ers commence to cool. 


Unsightly marks, caused by the drp- 


ping of water in marble basins or wa 
closet bowls may be removed by rub- 
bing with a cloth or old tooth brush 
dipped in pulverized chalk or ammonia, 


TESTING A HOUSE 


When examining a horse with a view to 
purchasing, says a contemporary, itl- 
vi ays have him led down a steep or stom 
descent at the end of a halter and will 
no whip near him. 
Many horses when 


brought out of tht stable are excited bj 
the presence of strangers, and become 
still more so nt the sight of a whip. 
slight fameness may therefore be mo- 
mentarily overlooked by the horse him- 
self, just as a man, under strong excite- 
ment, will sometimes forget a sore foot.

FERTILIZERS FOR PEACH TREES.— 


At one of the Xew York farmers' insti- 
tutes, Mr. G. T. Powell, in reply to the 
question, ''What M the beat fertilizer 
for a peach tree ?" said: 


A fertilizer high in the element of 


potash is preferable with me; phosphoric- 
acid is also necessary to perfect the 
seed. I find wood ashes, if they are 
good, one of the best fertilizers for 
peaches, as they contain both of these 
elements of plant food. Do not feed 
them too much nitrogen, as it induces 
too large a growth of wood, which, if 
continued late in the season, will not 
ripen.

fore ripe and place in the compost heap 
or turn them under tbe ground.

Hints for the Housewife. 


TEAL CUTLETS.—Fry out a piece of 


fat pork in the frying-pan. Dip the 
mtlets in beaten egg, 
roll in bread- 


crumbs, sprinkle on salt and pepper, 
put in the hot fat, cover, and cook 
slowly three-quarters of an hour. 


GERMAN TOAST. —Soak pieces of 


bread in two eggs beaten up with a pint 
of milk. Fry in a little butter, and 
serve with a sauce made of one cnp of 
sugar, one well beaten egg, 
and 
one- 


half cup of warm milk. 


BAKED BATTER PUDDING. — Beat 


separately whites and yelks of three 
eggs. Mix three tablespoons of flour 
with one pint of milk, a small piece of 
butter, and some salt. Stir in the eggs, 
bake quickly. Scald the milk, then add 
the flour before the eggs. 


WHIFFED CREAM CAKE.—One tabla- 


spoonful butter, one cup sugar, two 
small cups ilour, two-thirds cup of milk, 
one egg, two teaspoonfuls baking pow- 
der. 
Bake in tliree layers. Whip one- 


half cup sweet cieam to a froth, llavor 
with sugar and vanilla to taste, and 
spread between the layers of cake. 
Sprinkle the top with sugar. 


A PRETTY CLOTHES BAG. —It is 


about three-quarters of a yard in length 
(26 inches), and ft 
inches ia width. 


Two pieces of unbleached muslin form 
the sides, each of the dimensions given. 
A strip of blue satin four inches wide is 
filled in around the sides and bottom of 
the oag, making it pufl. 
The top is 


faced with a strip of blue the widtli of 
the puff. Two rows sticking around 
the toy make a place for the string or 
white braid to be run in to hang it up 
by. On one side of the bag is an etch- 
ing in blue silk of a "wash lady" hang- 
ing up clothes on the line. The two 
side pieces of the bag are rounded at 
the bottom. 


To remove shine from black silks and 


diagonals, lay the garment on a table 
and with a flannel wet with cider vine- 
gar rub the shiny places well until they 
have disappeared. It does not matter 
how wet the garment gets. Hang it up 
in the shade to dry, aud the shiny gloss 
that made a new garment look old will 
have disappeared, leaving it as fresh 
and crisp as i£ just from the store.

Reports from the surrounding coun- 
try give fearful accounts of the damage 
done. Tlie cotton aud corn crops are in- 
jnrcd to the extent of seventy-Dye per cent, 
and frnit haa been completely destroyed.
